You will 
also note that the officer has no 
room to sit down. The mechanic 
fares little better. You will notice 
as you peer through the next group 
of ports that the mechanic can re- 
cline on batteries, but he has no 
room to stand up. His sole duty is 
to keep the motor running. The 
highest point within the submarine 
is 
directly beneath 
the 
coning 


tower and that is only 5 feet 1 inch. 
When the officer and mechanic go 
from one compartment to the other 
they must assume a crawling posi- 
tion. 


The submarine is powered b;1 


storage batteries, similar to the 
jattery in your car. In this par- 
.icular submarine there were 10- 
jatteries alligned in four banks 
When the energy from one banl- 
was spent the officer would throw 
a switch to another bank and so on 
until all the power was expended 
Then the submarine would have to 
surface as there was no way tc 
recharge the batteries. In surfacing 
the submarine would become an 
easy prey either for the element 
of the sea or for its intended vie 
tim. 


An electric motor in the ster 


of the sub turns a dual drive shai 
spinning two propellers in opposit 
directions. The reasons for the tw 
propellers are many. They give th 
submarine additional power an' 
speed, prevent torque (that is th 
turning over of the sub) and kee 
it on an even keel.

needs a dynamic engineer and min- 
ing expert. 


Koenig is a typical example of 


the civilian specialist whose knowl- 
edge and skill are as essential to 
a modern army as-the, musclefand 
the eye of Ihe man who fires a gun 
or pilols a plane.' 


"I couldn't drill a 
squad of 


rookies to save my life," he-admit- 
ted. "The only army training I had 
consisted of putting on my uniform 
and trying out a couple of snappy .immediate 
salutes on my hotel mirror 
in come tax.'

problems of 


Sicily, the coal lead and zinc prob- 
lems in Sardinia and the problem 
of gelling ore for aluminum oul of 
Ihe ground in Italy. 


He has a staff of 10 engineers to 
help him, 
including Lieut. Col. 


George C. Branner, former Arkan- 
sas stale geologist, and Major M.A. 
Matthews of Terre Haute, a con- 
sulting coal mining engineer. 


They are superintending the job 


of making available to the Allies, 
coal and metal deposits, that used 
to be tapped by the Axis. The more 
production of metals and fuels is 
stepped up here the more long ship- 
ping hauls can be avoided. 


"The loss of coal phosphate and 


metals Germany has suffered as a 
•csult of our conquest of North Af- 
-ica, Sardinia, Sicily and a third of 
Uily hasn't been in any way a de- 
cisive blow against 
Nazi 
econo- 


riy," he said, "but we're nibbling 
it Ihe edges and we've given them 


number of problems." 
Sicily, for example, used to be 
he prime source for sulphur used 
jy the Nazis to manufacture sul- 
phuric acid for their heavy chemi- 
cal industries. 


"Now they will have to turn to 


iron pyrites for their 
sulphur," 


Koenig explained. "This is 
very 


common in Central Europe, 
Nor- 


way, and Spain, but it will force 
them to make 
considerable 
ad- 


justment in an economic setup 
which is already under 
consider- 


able wear and tear." 


On Ihe other hand, industries in 


America and Allied lands already 
have found 
the newly available 


metal and fuel deposits a welcome 
bonus. 


"Certain strategic minerals are 


even being prepared for 
shipment 


to the United States by air," said 
Koenig. 


Koenig's figures cannot be cited 


at present. Typical of the kind of 
results he and his men have been 
gelling is the Sardinian coal !adus- 
try, which Allied bombers all but 
destroyed by culling shipping lines 
lo the Axis mainland consumers. 
The army engineers have quin- 
tupled the production from its low- 
est eb band it is rising steSdily. 


"There, as in Italy, the natives 


give us full cooperation," Koenig 
said. "They are like people in in- 
dustry everywhere. They wa,nt to 
see the wheels turning again." 


Koenig, who was graduated from 


Harvard, spent ten years in cop 
per, lead and zinc mining in Soutl 
America before he took over th 
.operation of a number .of Illinoi 
and Indiana coal mines. 


His first assignment . in Africa 


was to .set up a number of airports

ORTALLY WOUNDED by gunfire from a dark- 
ened room in Rommel's headquarters at Hcila Lit- 


toria, Lieut. Col. Keyes died as his ride, Capt. Campbell, 
was bending over him in the rain in front of the build- 
ing.

George C. Branner, former Arkan- 
sas stale geologist, and Major M.A. 
Matthews of Terre Haute, a con- 
sulting coal mining engineer. 


They are superintending the job 


of making available to the Allies, 
coal and metal deposits, that used 
to be tapped by the Axis. The more 
production of metals and fuels is 
stepped up here the more long ship- 
ping hauls can be avoided. 


"The loss of coal phosphate and 


metals Germany has suffered as a 
•csult of our conquest of North Af- 
-ica, Sardinia, Sicily and a third of 
Uily hasn't been in any way a de- 
cisive blow against 
Nazi 
econo- 


riy," he said, "but we're nibbling 
it Ihe edges and we've given them 


number of problems." 
Sicily, for example, used to be 
he prime source for sulphur used 
jy the Nazis to manufacture sul- 
phuric acid for their heavy chemi- 
cal industries. 


"Now they will have to turn to 


iron pyrites for their 
sulphur," 


Koenig explained. "This is 
very 


common in Central Europe, 
Nor- 


way, and Spain, but it will force 
them to make 
considerable

justment in an economic setup 
which is already under 
consider- 


able wear and tear." 


On Ihe other hand, industries in 


America and Allied lands already 
have found 
the newly available 


metal and fuel deposits a welcome 
bonus. 


"Certain strategic minerals are 


even being prepared for 
shipment 


to the United States by air," said 
Koenig. 


Koenig's figures cannot be cited 


at present. Typical of the kind of 
results he and his men have been 
gelling is the Sardinian coal !adus- 
try, which Allied bombers all but 
destroyed by culling shipping lines 
lo the Axis mainland consumers. 
The army engineers have quin- 
tupled the production from its low- 
est eb band it is rising steSdily. 


"There, as in Italy, the natives 


give us full cooperation," Koenig 
said. "They are like people in in- 
dustry everywhere. They wa,nt to 
see the wheels turning again." 


Koenig, who was graduated from 


Harvard, spent ten years in cop 
per, lead and zinc mining in Soutl 
America before he took over th 
.operation of a number .of Illinoi 
and Indiana coal mines. 


His first assignment . in Africa 


was to .set up a number of airports

filled by election by lawyers of the 
district under another constitutional 
amendment 
governing temporary 


absence of judges. 


The decision came In "friendly" 


test suit filed by the attorney gen- 
eral's office in appealing from a 
Habeas Corpus ruling of emergen- 
cy Judge Walter Killough in cross 
circuit court. 
Killough had been 


appointed by Governor Adkins to 
serve as emergency judge of the 
second judicial district while his 
brother Neil Killough was in the 
army.
